changes each year to keep up

because they are our crop of 
new readers." 


The almanac has grown 


from 86,000 copies annually to 
4.5 million since Geiger took 


over in 1933. 


He said readers are mostly 


intf\-e?*eci i" getting the alma- 
nac to follow the weather 
predictions. But the booklet 
also contains jokes, homilies, 
anecdotes and bits of verse. 


His wife. Anne, edits the 


household hints and recipes 
for such things as cream of 
fiddlehead soup and home- 
made chocolates. 


Geiger said hr gets 25 to 30 


letters a day. most of then 
from hou?ewives, with sugges- 
tion? for coming almanacs. 


The Geiger firm was found- 


ed in 1878 by the present 
publisher's grandfather and 
great-uncle Various other pub- 
lishers put out the almanac 


between 1816, when it first 
was printed, and 1933, when 
Geiger 
took it over after 


graduating from Notre Dame. 


Of his five children—four 


boys and one girl—Geiger said 
the one most likely to succeed 
him is his youngest—14 years- 
old Susan. "She would be the 
almanac's first woman edi- 
tor." he noted. 


"But 
I certainly have no 


plans to retire soon. The 
almanac is my way of life and 
hobby," Geiger said. 


The almanac is not sold 


directly to the public but 
through sponsoring f i r m s , 
such as banks, auto firms, 
feed, insurance and oil com- 
panies.

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The Drug Program In Vietnam 


In its serious and concerned effort to 


halt heroin use by American troops in 
Vietnam and to find ways of curing those 
who are addicted, the United States 
Army is requiring tests that might 
almost seem to verge upon self- 
incrimination. 


In recent weeks, any serviceman who 


requests an extension of his tour of duty 
in Vietnam must take blood and urine 
tests for possible heroin addiction. The 
reasoning is not that he must be on 
something to want to stay in the combat 
area but that he knows how much easier 
and cheaper it is to maintain a drug 
habit in Vietnam than in the United 
States. 


More recently, tests have been or- 


dered for almost all servicemen who are 
leaving Vietnam, either on resi and 
recreation leaves or to come home to the 
states. At first there were evasions of the 
urine tests but regulations have been 
tightened. Those found to be addicted 
will be refused extension of tours of 
duty and sent to treatment centers. In 
follow-ups there is the opportunity for 
further treatment at Veteran's Hospitals 
in the United States. 


Some 
addicts have 
probably 


managed to evade positive test reactions 


by staying off the drugs long enough to 
pass the tests and get out of the country, 
but this is difficult for the habitual user. 
Dr. Jerome Jaffe, President Nixon's 
special assistant on drugs, reported that 
only about 4.5 per cent of returning 
servicemen were on heroin but' his 
figures are much lower than those of 
other researchers. For one thing, Dr. 
Jaffe did not include any of the 12,000 
servicemen who have been arrested as 
users or have turned themselves in 
under the amnesty program for treat- 
ment. 


It is this amnesty program that takes 


the sting out of the required tests just as 
it does under programs in the military 
service aimed at combating venereal 
disease. Those who seek help can get it 
without fear of prosecution although 
presumably they will not receive an 
honorable discharge until they have had 
treatment and there is a reasonable 
assurance that they are cured. 


The major test of the program will 


come in the next few years when we find 
out how permanent the cures become. 
The results of attempts to end addiction 
with American civilians have been very 
discouraging.

Are Treasury Agents the Gestapo? 


One of the most violent violations of 


civil rights in the United States occurred 
in the nation's capital Juny 7 through 
faulty enforcement of a questionable 
law. 


Federal Treasury agents shot 


Kenyon F. Ballew in the head after 
battering in the door to his apartment in 
a raid to search for illegal weapons. 
Ballew, 28, a Washington Star pressman, 
now is paralyzed on his right side. 
Photographs of x-rays show bullet 
fragments lodged in his brain. Surgeons 
have found the wound inoperable. 
Ballew is seeking $5 million in damages 
from the government. 


The Ballew incident has shaken the 


Treasury Department and resulted in a 
statement from Secretary of the 
Treasury John Connally that actions of 
agents were "legally proper under the 
circumstances." 


Examination shows an incredible 


chain of events leading to the shooting. It 
started with an anonymous tip to 
Montgomery County, Md., police that a 
17-year-old black, James Russell 
(Papa) Thomas, possessed live hand 
grenades. Thomas never was found. 


Treasury agents, accompanied by 


Montgomery County police, armed with 
a search warrant, bashed their way into 
an apartment directly above Ballew's 
apartment. They found three small 
children. 


Then agents sent a raiding party to 


the Ballew apartment. After announcing 
themselves as "Federal Officers," they 


smashed the door with a metal ram. The 
door pushed open when objects in the 
apartment blocked it. 


Agent William H. Seals entered with 


a search warrant. Seals said, after the 
shooting, that he saw Ballew pointing a 
handgun at him. Later Seals added a 
shot was heard before federal agents 
opened fire. 


Ballew was holding a gun. It was an 


1847 Model Colts percussion cap revolver 
such as was used before the Civil War. 
One shot was fired. That bullet ploughed 
its way into a bookcase and wall at right 
angles to the raiders. 


Eight shots were fired by raiding 


officers. 


Later they seized three partly ac- 


tivated grenades, a fourth deactivated 
grenade, reloading powder, a shoulder 
arm stock, a piece of rifle barrel, piece 
of shotgun barrel, and 26 cap and ball 
and flintlock revolvers, rifles and 
shotguns. They reported that 16 of the 
firearms were loaded. 


Ballew was a gun collector, hand- 


loader and life member of the National 
Rifle Association. He has been charged 
with a violation of the Gun Control Act of 
1968 — the law the agents were en- 
forcing. 


If blame is to be placed for the Ballew 


.incident it must fall upon a law which 
presumes guilt Un ess Ballew's suf- 
fering is to be in vain.nserious con- 
sideration should be given to modifying 
the nature and enforcement of the Gun 
Control Act of 1968.

What I would like to see—in 


place of the military draft— is 
a year of "national service" 
for all youths of 18, boys and 
girls alike. Such service would 
not only broaden and deepen 
their view of society, but 
would also supply the country 
with some of the "public 
service" help it so desperately 
requires. 


Young people could work as 


apprentices in hospitals, 
mental 
institutions, 
or- 


phanages, 
correctional 


schools, prisons, and social 
service agencies of the 
various 
governments; 


choosing whichever field of

tem- 


peraments. This would be of 
immeasurable aid in at least 
two important respects. 


First, it would help relieve

these institutions, bringing a 
high sense of humaneness and 
social justice into their 
dehumanized atmosphere. 
Nothing is as shocking in our 
civilization as the way we 
mistreat young delinquents, 
old pensioners, the poor sick, 
the mad-, the retarded, and all 
the outcasts from society. 


This compulsory internship 


of a.year would not only help 
us to reform and redirect our 
system of public aid and 
rehabilitation; it would also 
give the young people a "bite" 
on reality that would satisfy 
their appetite for respon- 
sibility. Then, those who 
wanted to could go on to 
college with an appreciation

The 13.5 per cent represents a 


S26.07o,900 valuation increase, 
bringing Calumet's total value 
to §240,001,100.

The valuation of all property

Proposal tor Aerating White Lake Supported 


WEYAUWEGA - White Lake 


residents voted at a special 
meeting Friday to reclaim the 
lake for winter fishing by the 
installation of aerators designed 
to replenish its oxygen supply 
and prevent winter kill. 
' After listening 
to Richard 


Harris, Department of Natural 
Resources chief of operations, 
OshkosJi, describe how the use 
of aerators has prevented win- 
ter kill at Fox Lake and Beaver 
Dam Lake and with assurances 
from him that chances are very 
good that the same thing can be 
done to White Lake, 76 men and 
women voted unanimously to 
give the plan a try. 


It will not be done this winter, 


however, because of lack of 
funds to install the equipment 
which will cost approximate1'; 
$4.000, and a lack of time. TTv 
equipment has to be installed 
before ice forms on the lake, 
delivery would take approxi- 


mately six weeks and installa- 
tion a week or more.

ent in each state and cannot be 
coped with by a single, national 
welfare program. 


Youth Meeting 


The action took place at a 


Young American night held at 
the Black Angus here Friday. 
Local state legislators joined 
Steiger in an event intended by 
the sponsoring Neenah-Menasha 
Republican Club as a chance for 
young people to "become in- 
volved in political life." 


In the Steiger-Steinhilber ex- 


change, Steinhilber said federal 
welfare guidelines have ham- 
pered the Wisconsin Legislature 
in its attempts to adapt state 
welfare programs to the state's 
needs. He said "federalizing" 
all welfare under the Presi- 
dent's plan would "create more 
problems." 


"Are you willing to pay for 


it?" Steiger asked Steinhilber. 


"Frankly, I'm about ready to 


say take the federal aid and 
chuck it," Steinhilber respond- 
ed. 


Federal Uniformity 


Steiger said different welfare 


plans in each state in the past 
have encouraged migrations of 
poor from southern states to 
northern states that have better 
funded welfare programs and 
higher payments. 


"If one kept that system, then 


I think you continue that kind of 
problems," Steiger said. 


Welfare wasn't the only issue 


discussed by Steiger, the main 
speaker.
